Toomb«' Letter in Fall. 

Washisotos, Ga., August 13, ISO.".. 
To the Editor of the Constit-UionalM : 

The Confederate Government have com- 
mitted two radical errors in the management 
of our finances, which produced our present 
calamitous condition by the operation ot laws 
of currency as fixed, certain and immutable 
M the laws which govern the planetary sys- 
tem. At the beginning of this struggle we 
had large national resources and uneqnaled 
dements of public credit; we borrowed gold 
at par for bonds; wealth laid its treasures at 
our feet, and poverty itself claimed it as a 
privilege to augment our resources with its 
mite. Folly has mainly contributed to the 
drying up of this living fountain ol pnbl'c 
sappiy. The first great error was in a'.tempt- 
iog to carry an a great and expensive war, 
solely on credit without taxation. This is 
the first attempt of the kind ever made by a 
civibzed pcoph ; the result of the experi- 
ment will hardly Invite its repetition. 
During the first year ot its existence, 
the present Congress neither levied nor coi- 
teeted ■ single cent ot taxes, and postponed 
the collection of those levied for the second 
ya.tr to a period fatally too late to support our 
c urrency. The second error naturally resulted 
from the first, and consummated the destruc- 
tion of public credit.. This error was tbe use 
ot the public credit almost exclusively in tbe 
form ot currency. Tbe natural result ot this 
policy wa* p'ain, inevitable, overwhelming. 
It is a wel'-.ettlcd and sound principle in cur- 
rency, that a nation which has a sufficient 
<iuintity of circulating medium properly to 
answer ihe wants of its trade and commerce, 
can no', add to the value of that currency l y 
a y lur'.h- r audition to its quantity. In the 
ordinary state of trade, any excess of the 
prcprr quantity exhibits itself In the form of 
the export Uion of bullion; any d* li iency, in 
importation. When from any cause whatever 
the operation of this law is prevented, any re- 
dundancy ot currency must necessirily depre 
ciate the whole mass, and this depreciation 
will exhibit itself iu the rise In prlc ■ of all 
commodities which it circulates. It is a's > 
true tbat if this redundant currency exists in 
the form of piper money not convertible into 
coin at the will of the bolder, the measure of 
this deprecii'.iou is the difference between the 
standard or mint price of bullion and the 
market price when paid ia tHs currency. 

Tested ty these plain and sound principles, 

th<" volution of tho • .u«..> i»f nrrr prvm nr ti- v 

cialtroublts is easy. When this revolution 
commenced, our currency was in « * ■->- ■; 
the wants cf society. The proof is tbat Marty 
ill of the baakl within the Coafederate States 
had suspended call payments, and their notes 
were depreciated; therefore, the first treasury 
note which was put into circulalioa added Its 
nominal value to this excess. Eich succeeding 
tattM enlarged it, and increased the deprecia- 
tion of the whole mass. This afrfrttlstioi 
soon began to manifest itself In the riae of 
commodities; yet the Government has un- 
wiB' lj contiiiU' d daily, by a forced circulation, 
to add to this UMtla, increase the deprecia- 
tion, and euhance the price ol all the commod- 
ities which it is compelled to purchase, aad is 
thu3 exhausting the national re ources lu the 
ratio ot geom-tric »1 prog. ession. This rui.i 
ous policy would have loug sinca run i s 
course, but fjr the fact in it lair, intim- 
idition, and above all, the ardent, sia- 
cere, bemcst, but mistaken patriotism of ihe 
people have been invoked to uphold It. But 
the principle being radically wrong, no hu 
man power could uphold it long, and in spite 
ol all these powerful proots, our national cur- 
roocy is depreciated more than one thousar..! 
per cent, below gold and silver, four hundred 
ccut. below suspended bink-notes, and 
prices and payments are rapidly adjusting 
memselves to the int xorah'e facts. M my un- 
sound reasons are given for this state of thints 
by tae supporters or apologists of this pernic- 
ious policy. Many able and excellent persons 
allirui and honcstiy believe that from the pe- 
culiar circumstances which surround us, bul- 
lion is no longer a standard of value, or a 
true measure of the depreciation of our cur- 
rency. This error Las produced infinite mis- 
chief. . _ , . 

It is true that gold and silver do rise and 
fall in value alike, but in a much leas degree, 
than other commodities, and it is mainly by 
this reason that they have been adopted by 
mankind as the standards ol value, and, how- 
ev. r tbey may rise or fn\l, that in no degree 
all cts their value as a test of the depr* cation 
of inftrior currencies; they ceruialy still re- 
main, if not the infallible, yet the most aeca 
rate measure of such depreeiatiou which the 
wi-dom of the world has as yet been able to 
discover. This is no pleasant picture for ns 
to beholJ, yet this is better than the still more 
"■loomy one which a continuance in the paths 
of error will speedily present to our visions. 
The consequences are trightful: let us pursue 
them a little further. Let us suppose that we 
have five hundred millions of currency now 
in circulation, worth fifty millions of standard 
bullion; the issue of an additional five hun- 
dred million oi such currency will not add a 
3 inTie dollar to its value. Tbe thousand 
millions will be worth no more than the five 
hundred millions were before the last 
issue, to-wit: nfty millions of bul 
lion The addition has only depreciated the 
whole currency by one half, and th s depreci- 
ation will invariably exhibit itself in tbe rise 
of the commodities for which it may be ex- 
changed. The Government, therefore, if it 
st ends the additional issue in commodities, 
los s tl'St the whole amount of depreciation 
existing at the beginning of tbe issue; also all 
the additional depreciation produced by it* 
daily expenditure, aad the noteholders lose 
one-half the value ot their notes. It will 
therefore, follow, that if the market prici of 
wheat is eight dollars per bushel under the 
i«-ue of Ave hundred millions of treasury 
notes, it will be sixteen dollars per bushel un- 
der the issue of a thousand millions, and the 
sixteen doUars will be worth no more than 
eight dollars, and will exchange for no more 

of other commodities. 

This being the uniform law ol current y, 
when yon fix an arbitrary price on any given 
commodity and leave all other commodities to 
he natural operatioa of this law, you utterly 
^■strov all sound principle ot exchange, and 
must in the end rain the producers of the regu- 
lated commodity unlws ttey shanion that 
business at least to the extent of producing a 
sunJus This must be tbe effect ot thie im- 
pressmen', unless the law is throttled by the 
wisdom and power of the people. But is this 
i)rinc ; p!e truer "That commodities will rise 
or fail io proportion to the increase or dim! 
uution of motif y, I sesame as a fact which is 
incontrovertible." This ia tbe language of 
Mr. Ricardo, and he is supported by Adam 
Smith and all of the great writers and tai aa- 
ers ou currency who have flourished within 
the lest hundred years. Tbe same £eettrat.h

Tais as ill hi I a of the currency, 
therefore, whatever may be its regulation, or 
y whatsoever standard you m>y lest its 
amount, is our m .-nster evil. 

The mischief is still within our power, and 
we m»y still remedy it, if we have the wis- 
dom, firmness and courage which the ciisis 
demands. It involves our ind -peadence. Wo 
must do it; we hive no alternative which a 
freeman should consider; any settlement 
with those miserable miscre »nts on our north- 
ern border, »aor: of sterj il s pnratioo aud in- 
dependence, would be the consummation oi 
all evils which even the power of liod could 
inflict ou us ia this world. Therefore, what- 
ever may be the cost in wealth of a return to 
a sound curren •)', wo must p v the penalty of 
our past folly— ind p»y it now. This depreci- 
ation of currency aanag been ahown to have 
resulted chiiflv from th^ exjesive Wsue of 
Treasury nous, wc can only cornet this evil 
by stopping instantly any farther issue u ide r 
auy pretense whatever, and by r- d::c i>g as 
rapidly as pos iMe our present outstaying 
issues.

t Arrests -The Parties Impli 
cated in the Bank Robbery at Carroll 
ton— Guard Killed.' 

On Satnrday morning, J. K. Edwards, the 
Chief of Detective., brought to our city Lewis 
Ellis and John Morgan, two notorious guer- 
rillas, who have for some time been recruiting 
in our State for the Southern army. The 
facts leading to the arrest are as follows: It was 
learned that a party of rebels were encamped 
somewhere in Trimble county, and a portion 
of our troops were sent after them, and suc- 
ceeded in capturing the two above named, 
and two whose names we did not learn. 

The two whose names are given were 
brought to this city on the mailboat. The 
other two, not making Carrollton lu lime to 
be placed on the boat, were placed under 
guard at that place. One of the prisoners, 
seizing a favorable moment, snatched from 
the guard his gun, and firing upon him killed 
him, when the prisoner made his escape and 
has not since been heard from. These men 
report that in Trimble and the adjoining 
counties there are several camps of persons 
representing themselves to be deserters from 
the rebel army. 

Mr. Crawford, the cashier of the bank, ar- 
rived in our city Sunday morning, and from 
him it is understood that about $>,000 of the 
money stclen from the bank has been re- 
covered on the road leading frcm Catrolhon. 
About six miles from that place was found 
the boxes that contained the gold stolen from 
the bank. The boxjs had been broken open 
aid the money carried off. It is generally 
supposed that at this point a divison was made, 
and that the party divided into small equals, 
taking different directions. Several parties 
are suspected as being connected in this 
robbery, and other arrests will shortly be 
made.
